Sierra Madre Civic Club has presented a $500 
Recognition Scholarship to 18-year-old Jon O’Brien 
fcx his outstanding community service and school in¬ 
volvement. 

The club required scholarship applicants to be a 
resident of Sierra Madre, a junior or senior in high 
school and planning to continue their education after 
graduation. 

Gail-Ann Skiles headed the selection committee 
and she said the choice for O’Brien was overwhelm¬ 
ing. The presentation was made at the club’s May 
meeting. 

His Civic Club sponsor was Becky Bickel, wife 
of Capt. Steve Bickel of the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department. 

The student, a senior at St. Francis High School, 
spends approximately 20 hours a week with the Fire 
Department as a firefighter and Emergency Medical 
Technician. From the first fire department meeting 
O’Brien attended in January 1991, he was captivated by 
the enthusiasm and dedication of the men and women 
volunteers and their concern for the safety and well¬ 
being of this community. He left the meeting deter¬ 
mined to become part of the group, and from that 


moment, all his spare time was spent working toward 
that goal. 

At that point he was not yet 18 (firefighters must 
be 18 or older) but he attended all weekly meetings 
and drills to learn as much as possible about the opera¬ 
tion. When he turned 18, the department voted him 
in as an “official” trainee. 

This was followed by his enrollment in an Emer¬ 
gency Medical Technology class where he became a 
certified Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) and 
within two months was promoted to the position of 
Probationary Firefighter/EMT. He has performed 
tasks expected of seasoned firefighters. Education 
in this field continued when he attended the Foothill 
Fire Academy and graduated in the Honor Squad. 

In a letter of commendation to the scholarship 
committee, Capt. Bickel stated, “1 have come to know 
Jon in a way that few people have the opportunity 
to experience...He displays remarkable poise under 
pressure for his age.” 

They have fought fires side by side, and Bickel 
has also observed the young man’s caring for persons 
with health emergencies or serious injuries. The two 
experienced simultaneous feelings of complete help¬ 
lessness and exhilaration as they saved a 6-month-old

Council watches county designers 
with questioning eyes Tuesday 


Sierra Madre City Council members were cautious 
when the preliminary project design concept for Orange 
Grove Avenue was discussed at the adjourned meeting 
Tuesday evening. The area discussed was the street, 
jointly owned by Sierra Madre and Arcadia, border¬ 
ing the cities on the north and south, respectively. 

Sierra Madreans have been vocal to leave the 


street the way it is, warts and all. They like the dips 
and the bumps because those impede fast traffic. 
They like their trees and want them left as is, with 
none removed. 

The tentative plan calls for the removal of seven 
palm trees, two eucalyptus and possibly a Chinese

Adams addresses Club on voter issues

Sierra Madre Mayor Gary Adams addressed the 
Sierra Madre Woman’s Club during their regular 
meeting May 13. Adams was invited to present the 
June 2 primary ballot for members in a semi-annual 
event scheduled before each major election. He dis¬ 
cussed the pros and cons of Proposition 152 and Prop. 
153, school bond acts; Prop. 154, property tax post¬ 
ponement amendment; and County Measure “A,” 
fire sprinkler bond. 

Prop. 152 and Prop 153 provide for general ob¬ 
ligation bonds, bonds “sold and backed by the state 
of California,” according to Adams, to be issued in 
each instance to help repair and improve existing school 
buildings. Prop. 152 deals with public schools in the 
secondary system (high school and below) and requests 
a bond issue of $1.9 billion, to be paid back incremen¬ 
tally over 20 years with a total payback of $3.3 billion, 
payoff coming from the state tax base. According to 
Adams, teachers’ unions and school administrations 
support the bond act, but most tax payers’ associa¬ 
tions do not. 

Prop. 153, a “sister obligation,” said Adams, 
also asks for a bond issuance of $9(X) million to bene¬ 


fit higher education facilities. These include the uni¬ 
versity, state and junior college systems. Backers of 
both propositions state that passage of the two bond 
acts will create more jobs and boost the state’s sagging 
economy, while opponents maintain that the tax bur¬ 
den is heavy enough, and that the money is there if 
the school systems would eliminate excessive bureauc¬ 
racy, shown in a comparison of the ratio of admin¬ 
istrators to teachers in the public versus private school 
systems in California. According to ExCEL, “Cali¬ 
fornia private schools employ just 16 non-teaching 
personnel for each 100 teachers, (but) our public school 
system employs 127 non-teachers per 1(X) teachers.” 
However, Adams cautioned with an old adage, “Fig¬ 
ures don’t lie, but liars can figure,” and the California 
Ballot pamphlet cautions that “the opinions of the 
authors...have not been checked for accuracy.” 

Adams stated that both Prop. 152 and Prop. 153 
are straightforward issues: a yes vote will sell bonds, 
a no vote means no bonds. 

Prop. 154, property tax postponement amend¬ 
ment, simply states that the home buyer defers pay¬ 
ing tax on that property until its sale. Unlike the bond 
acts. Prop. 154 entails no fiscal impact, but opponents 


say the implications are ominous. Backers of Prop. 
154 argue that unless it passes, lower income familitc 
flat-out can’t afford to buy a house. However, de- 
tracters of the bill claim that loopholes in the wording 
of this proposition, particularly the absence of a finan¬ 
cial definition for “low-income,” sets up a potential 
windfall for brokers, developers and apartment house 
owners who might convert rentable apartments to 
salable condominiums. Instead of new homes being 
built and eventually sold, generating tax money in the 
future, a general reshuffling of low-income properties 
might occur. A no vote maintains the status quo. 

The last proposition. County Measure A, pro¬ 
vides for a general obligation bond, with payback 
coming from property taxes, to be issued for $1(X) mil¬ 
lion for retrofitting county facilities with fire sprinklers 
and other fire safety systems. A yes vote, according 
to Adams, would result in better insurance rates for 
the city, and, as he pointed out, if a county building 
burns down, tax dollars would be used to rebuild it. 
Opposition to the bond basically states that it’s too 
much money spent for the purpose. 

Voting on these propositions is June 2 from 7 a.m.

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Memorial Day third 
largest death day 

Memorial Day ranks third for holi¬ 
day traffic deaths, behind Labor Day 
and the Fourth of July. This Memorial 
Day weekend, the Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter National Safety Council urges 
all drivers to wear their safety belts and 
refrain from alcohol. 

The council suggests that if you im¬ 
bibe in alcoholic beverages, use the “des¬ 
ignated driver” program, where one per¬ 
son in a group refrains from drinking 
and assumes the responsibility of driving 
the others home safely. 

“Alcohol is a factor in 49 percent 
of all fatal motor vehicle accidents,” 
said Joseph Kaplan, president of the 
Greater Los Angeles Chapter National 
Safety Council. “Approximately 50 
percent of motor vehicle fatalities could 
have been avoided if the drivers or passen¬ 
gers involved had been wearing safety 
belts.” 

Nationally, more than 22,000 peo¬ 
ple are killed and the estimated cost of 
all alcohol-related motor vehicle accidents 
eachyear is over $20 billion. In California, 
alcohol-related traffic accidents are the 
fourth leading cause of violent deaths in 
all age groups and the leading cause of 
deaths for persons age 15 to 24, according 
to the council.

As soon as 
the screw had backed out, the pain left. 

“The doctors now want to cut the fibula 
(small bone) to drop the tibia down and 
put on an electrical stimulator. The leg is 
progressing very nicely.”

The following is a continuation of the series 
on Sierra Madre government. Ed. 

The City Clerk or the deputy must attend 
all City Council meetings, Plaiming Commission 
meetings and Park and Recreation meetings, 
and furnish a copy of the minutes for the City 
Minute book and to each member of the council 
and commission members. 

As a matter of policy the city prefers that 
the City Administrator be a civil engineer, but 
there are no qualifications or terms specified. 
He serves at the pleasure of the City Council. 

The City Administrator is responsible to the 
council for proper administration of city affairs. 
He has no jurisdiction over the Library Board, 
the Police Department or Fire Department. His 
duties are to recommend policies and execute 
decisions, oversee finances, bookkeeping, invest¬ 
ments and payroll, and enforcing the Ordinances 


on the books of the city. Thirty years ago his 
salary was $11(X) per month. Today it has been 
said that it is around $4(XX) monthly. His duties 
also include engineering and head of the water 
department. 

The City Attorney is hired by the council. 
He need not be a resident of the city. He was re¬ 
quired to attend all council meetings, but due to 
higher cost, was put “on call” basis. He would 
attend if and when called or give opinions over 
the telephone. His duties are to give legal advice 
to the City Council, draft contracts, write Or¬ 
dinances and resolutions, and to represent the 
council in any legal action in court. 

The Assistant Administrator is in charge of 
personnel recruitment, insurance and records, 
the recreation department, the use of public 
facilities, purchasing, Civil Defense, budget 
preparation, and special reports. His salary 20 
years ago was $700.

A Public Scoping Meet¬ 
ing for a Joint Environ¬ 
mental Impact Statement 
(EIS) / Environmental 
Impact Report (EIR) for 
the proposed San Gabriel 
Canyon Sediment Man¬ 
agement Plan, Los An¬ 
geles County, will be held 
to solicit input on the pro¬ 
posed plan Thursday, May 
29,6:30 p.m. at the Azusa 
Civic Auditorium, 213 E. 
Foothill Blvd. 

The meeting will begin 
with a workshop from 
6:30-7:30 p.m. where staff 
from the county, and a 
consultant from Engineer¬ 
ing-Science will be avail¬ 
able to explain the pro¬ 
ject and to answer ques¬ 
tions. Following the work¬ 


shop, the meeting will 
open to outline the EIS/ 
EIR scope and formally 
solicit questions and com¬ 
ments from 7:30-9 p.m. 

The location of the pro¬ 
posed project encompasses 
the area of the Angeles 
National Forest that in¬ 
cludes the Cogswell, San 
Gabriel and Morris Res¬ 
ervoirs. These three res¬ 
ervoirs are operated by 
the Department of Public 
Works to provide flood 
protection and water con¬ 
servation to San Gabriel 
Valley. Because sediment 
has accumulated in these 
reservoirs over several 
years, the current flood 
protection afforded by the 
reservoirs is marginal. 


The primary goal of the 
plan is to maintain the 
reservoirs’ present flood 
control and water conser¬ 
vation capacities. The 
potential environmental 
impacts to be evaluated 
in the EIS/EIR include, 
but are not limited to, 
earth resources, air qual¬ 
ity, water quality, hydrol¬ 
ogy, transportation, biolo¬ 
gy, natural resources, cul¬ 
tural resources and noise.

Elm. The number could go as high as 13 to be removed 
or moved, according to the plan. 

The proposal discusses reconstructing and possibly 
widening both sides of the roadway to a minimum 
of 31 feet and a maximum of 40 feet between curbs. 
Both cities’ proposals provide for eight-inch curbs 
and 18-inch gutters that would require the least problem 
with trees. 

The report proposes parking prohibitions where 
the roadway will be reduced to save trees. “The 
meandering of the curb line will create several turn- 
in bays which we propose to construct of...pavement,’’ 
the report reads. 

No sidewalks will be constructed within the park¬ 
way, however, they expect to construct sidewalks 
and wheelchair ramps within the raised service road 
panel at the bus stop on Baldwin Ave. 

A storm drain lateral will be constructed from 
Lima St. to Sunnyside Dr., about 1500 feet long. 
That allows for the removal of existing open-top in¬ 
let at Sunnyside. It will also intercept the runoff north 
of Orange Grove with the cost - $1/2 million - to be 
split equally between the cities. 

They anticipate no need for right-of-ways or 
easements. 

The county will prepare the environmental 
negative declarations due to tree removal which will 
include some oak trees, according to the report. 

They anticipate that the final plans, signed by 
both cities, will be completed on Dec. 31, 1992. 

Cost? Road construction will cost Arcadia 
$583,000 and Sierra Madre, $556,000. 

Mayor Gary Adams constantly referred to the 
Bill of Particulars that was dated July 7, 1990, a 
mutually agreed upon Roadway Design Concept that 
discusses no significant widening, no radical grading 
changes, no destruction of substantial trees and no 
adverse alterations of the rustic character of the exist¬ 
ing street. 

The next discussion? The next City Council 
meeting. May 26, when residents will receive an up¬ 
date.

George Baker is inter¬ 
nationally recognized as 
one of the leading kinetic 
sculptors of the twentieth 
century. His monumen¬ 
tal works are in both public 
and private collections 
around the world. They 
find expression in a variety 
of forms such as wind 
sculptures, electrically 
motorized wall reliefs and 
fountains which move by 
water flow and wind. 

Baker’s works will be 
on display at Montecito 
Fine Arts Gallery from 
May 23 through July 31. 
The gallery is located at 
75 N. Baldwin Ave., Sierra 
Madre and is open 11 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Saturday. 

A reception for the ex¬ 
hibition, “Vision/Pro- 
cess,” is on Saturday, 
May 30 from 7-10 p.m. 
The public is wecome to 
experience the event. 

Ed Kuckelkorn, owner 
of Montecito Fine Arts, 
explains, “These sculp¬ 
tures are like divine ma¬ 


chines that move in space 
and time with the rhythm 
of the universe. Through 
the movement of these 
sculptures we suddenly 
find ourselves in harmony 
with the cosmos and all 
of nature. These works 
have the power to connect 
us in a spiritual way to 
the primal rhythm of na¬ 
ture and life. Through 
both movement and sheer 
aesthetic beauty these 
sculptures convince us of 
their truth and leave us 
in awe with an unquestion¬ 
ing sense of acceptance 
and clarity of our experi¬ 
ence.” 

Baker’s sculptures focus 
on the idea of simple beauty 
and movement with nature. 
“The interaction between 
various shapes and ele¬ 
ments is meant to produce 
a tranquil, absorbing en¬ 
vironment and to evoke a 
contemplative mood,” 
he said. 

The aesthetic concern 
for his art is to create liv¬ 
ing works which cause an 
emotional interplay to 


take place between the ob¬ 
server, the sculpture and 
the environment. Using 
kinetic, fluid shapes like 
water, shadow patterns 
and varying surface re¬ 
flection, Baker forms a 
sense of harmony between 
the work and its surround¬ 
ings. “The common goal 
throughout my sculptures 
is to impart to each work 
a certain presence and to 
give it a life or an individ¬ 
uality which is readily 
identifiable,” Baker com¬ 
mented. 

Baker’s sculptures can 
be seen at the Museum 
of Modern Art in New 
York, the Whitney Mu¬ 
seum of American Art, 
the Museum of the Twen¬ 
tieth Century, Vienna, 
as well as works in Ger¬ 
many, Japan and numer¬ 
ous major cities in the 
United States.

One of die debates schol¬ 
ars seem to enjoy having 
is “Who wrote Shake¬ 
speare’s plays?” Why, 
you may ask, not William 
Shakespeare? Very little 
is known about Shake¬ 
speare’s life. The son of 
a cabinet maker, he ap¬ 
parently grew up in the 
village of Stratford-on- 
Avon with very little, if 
any, education, got a local 
girl “in trouble,” mar¬ 
ried her, and then ran off 
to London, where he got 
work as an actor and be¬ 
gan to write and direct his 
own plays. Where, in 
what experiences he is 
known to have had, did 
he acquire the knowledge 
of history, court manners, 
mythology, botany, for¬ 
eign languages, geography, 
law, etc., etc. that show 
up in his plays? 

One answer is - maybe 
he didn’t. Maybe some¬ 
one else wrote them and 
Shakespeare claimed them, 
with or without the true 
author’s permission. Can¬ 
didates have been Ben 
Jonson, who wrote poetry 
and masques for Elizabeth 
1. But if he did, why did 
he write such poor plays 


under his own name? Or 
was it Christopher Mar¬ 
lowe, Oxford graduate, 
who wrote several respect¬ 
able plays, then died young 
in a tavern brawl? Those 
who propose Marlowe ad¬ 
vance an elaborate theory 
that his death was a hoax 
to fofl his political enemies, 
and he continued to write 
in hiding, using the name 
of an ordinary actor he 
knew. 

Or possibly it was Ed¬ 
ward De Vere, the 17th 
Earl of Oxford, who was 
an important man in Eliz¬ 
abeth’s court, a poet, a 
traveler, a soldier, a dip¬ 
lomat and a patron of his 
own troupe of actors and 
playwrights. 

Or maybe it was Will, 
after all. The theatrical 
world is full of opportun¬ 
ities to learn. The imag¬ 
inative and romantic Mar¬ 
lowe was a drinking bud¬ 
dy, the erudite Jonson 
was an admirer, and the 
ringing speeches and apt 
turns of phrase have a wit 
and rhythm distinctive to 
someone. Various schol¬ 
arly “trials” and debates 
have usually given Will 
the credit and mused at 


the improbable possibil¬ 
ities of genius. 

Playwright Jerry Fey 
has discovered an interest¬ 
ing coincidence in the his¬ 
tory books. The young 
Shakespeare disappeared 
for several years after some 
money troubles in Lon¬ 
don, and at the same time 
the Earl of Oxford was 
banished from Elizabeth’s 
court. Suppose, says Fey 
in “Oxford’s Will,” now 
premiering at the Colony 
Theater, that Will took 
refuge with De Vere, who 
whiled away his exile by 
giving a thorough educa¬ 
tion to this likely young 
man. Thus the plays be¬ 
come, in part, a collabora¬ 
tion between the Renais¬ 
sance man that was the 


Earl of Oxford and the 
phrase-turning young writ¬ 
er. It’s certainly conceiv¬ 
able, and Fey’s play con¬ 
siders how this might have 
happened and what the re¬ 
sult might have been. 

The Colony has given 
it a fine realistic set by 
Susan Gratch to play in 
and an excellent cast to 
play it. Charles Thomas 
Murphy, recently recovered 
from serious accident in¬ 
juries, is the exiled Earl, 
a sophisticated and talented 
man sent into isolation for 
displeasing his Queen and 
court. The reason is var¬ 
iously explained in the 
play. He is restless, frus¬ 
trated, heavily concerned 
with his own physical pro- 


eesNCs, tyrannical and con¬ 
descending by turns. He 
treats Will (Gil Johnson) 
sometimes as servant, some¬ 
times as friend, sometimes 
as whipping boy to his 
discontent, but always re¬ 
specting his intelligence 
and potential. Will re¬ 
sponds with devotion and 
a degree of self interest, 
anticipating a social leg- 
up when he can outwit his 
many debtors. Then the 
aggressive Baroness Hen- 
triette Von Schlaffenberg 
(Barbara Beckly) arrives 
to try to win herself a hus¬ 
band and reestablishment 
of her social position as 
she WOOS Oxford and dis¬ 
rupts their poetic pastimes. 

Bonita Friedericy is the 
pert maid-housekeeper 
who tells the tale and John 
Kennedy is the simple- 
minded house servant with 
just one talent. 

Lighting designer J. 
Kent Inasy must be men¬ 
tioned. He designs light¬ 
ing; candles are constantly 
being lit and blown out 
on the stage and his light¬ 
ing follows its motivation 
almost seamlessly, no 
mean trick. And Jules 
Aaron’s direction is so 


subtly managed that it is 
invisible, an equally tricky 
problem with so much talk. 

“Oxford’s Will” is often 
bawdy and sometimes 
crude, like the time it 
represents, but it offers a 
stimulating solution to 
an historical mystery. It 
plays on Thursday, Fri¬ 
day and Saturday at 8 
p.m. and on Sunday at 
3 p.m. through June 28. 

The Colony Theater 
is only 15 minutes away, 
just this side of Dodger 
Stadium at 1944 River¬ 
side Dr. It is a regular 
winner in the local lists 
of “best small theaters” 
and one of its premieres, 
Doug Haverty’s “Could 
1 Have This Dance,” was 
named the Best Play to 
Have Its World Premiere 
Outside New York City 
during the 1990-91 season 
by the American Critic’s 
Association. Two seasons 
ago one of their plays, 
“Generations,” was sec¬ 
ond for the same award 
after August Wilson’s 
Pulitzer Prize-\vinning 
“The Piano Lesson.”

called in. Later she loaded RkkI and supplies at a 
downtown warehouse, then reloaded them onto her 
truck and delivered them to outlying areas from Watts 
to Pacoima (including Compton, Baldwin Mills, Cren¬ 
shaw areas and Hollywood). 

The deliveries included .such things as crates of 
oranges and thousands of bottles of drinking water 
in labeled bottles supplied by a local beer company 
as well as thousands of bottles donated by Evian 
spring water. Each day it was her job to telephone 
from the headquarters to outlying Red Cross stations 
for their requisitions of supplies for the next day. 

“I was proud of the Red Cross. There were 
many volunteers there as well as paid Red Cross per¬ 
sonnel. I saw Abbe Keith and Candy Taylor, both 
from Sierra Madre, but we were all so busy that we 
didn’t have time to chat,” Hahn smiled. “1 worked 


lor someone from the ( hieago area,” she explained 
that Red Cross personnel were here from all around 
the country. 

“The traffic ilown there was terrible. It’s noisy 
and the impact of the burned places is shocking. The 
effects ripple out into other areas. Two different 
Goodwill shops were Uxrtcd and burned which meant 
that there were 15 employees there out of a job. f)ther 
Goodwill employees went on shorter time to absorb 
those that were out of jobs. I feel so sorry lor 
the people,” Hahn observed. 

Hahn said that the Red Cross planned to fold up 
and retreat at the end of this week. 

She has been in the Red Cross for 15 years and 
has always manned the canteen wagon. “I have hauled 
it to all disasters when called, over the hills in the fire,

Hislory records that, al Scutari in Turkey during the Chri- 
mean War in the IRhO's, a woman walked alone at night, 
carrying her lamp, along four miles of the beds of sick and 
wounded soldiers. 

The woman was Florence Nightingale. Answering a 
desperate call for hospital help to care for battlefield 
casualties. Miss Nightingale brought her small troop of 
nurses. She came to battle not only wounds and disease and 
appalling hospital conditions, but also prejudice and jealousy 
and disapproval, for in that era the idea of women nurses 
caring for soldiers was unheard of. 

But this great woman and her nurses won their battle, and so 
stirred the response of the world that the Crimean War has 
come to be called the “cradle of modern nursing." 

Florence Nightingale came home to establish a school of nur¬ 
sing. Because of her example, nursing came to be honored 
as the highly respected profession it is today. Her single lamp 
still glows brightly.
